ATTACKED BY PIRATES. 



A British Steamer Hoarded Near Hong 
Kong ami the Crew Overpowered 
hy Stink Pots- 



San Francisco, Jan. 14.— The steamer 
Oceanic, which arrived from Hone; Kong 
and Yokohama, this afternoon, brings news 
that the British steamer Namoa was at- 
tackod by pirates, December 8th. The dar- 
ing of tho pirates can be easily conceived 
when it is known that they made tho at- 
tack only about 43 miles from Hong Kong. 
The vessel had aboard 1245 Chinese, in 
transit, and only five or six Europeans, 
when mot by 25 pirates, who asked to be 
taken aboard as passengers. At 11.15 p.m., 
while the officers were at lunch, tho pirates 
divided into four hands, and attacked the 
bridge, saloon, the forward house, occupied 
hy the petit officers, and filled the cabins 
with stink-pots. A light-house keeper, 
named Patterson, who was eating on deck, 
was instantly killed. Tho quartermaster 
forward was shot and thrown overboard. 
They shot at the engineer, hitting 
him in the wrist. Ho, however, 
succeeded in getting away to tho engine 
room for his revolver, and afterwards killed 
two pirates. The captain, who was in the 
saloon, was told that if he would submit to 
the ship's being looted no harm would bo 
done him or the passengers, but ho no 
sooner stepped out than be was shot dead. 
After getting about §30,000 from the officers, 
passengers and crew, they smashed every 
boat the steamer had, and then turned her 
towards the coast. When five miles o if 
they gave three blast with the whistle, 
which was the signal for their partners 
in crime to come, out in six junks, into which 
the booty was placed. When all was ready 
the highly elated heathens departed from 
the scene of their deviltries, Before leav- 
ing, however, as a reward of merit, 'per- 
haps, they threw to the fireman, who had 
assisted them by drawing the fires from the 
boiler, a bag containing §200. The ship 
was then taken back to Hong Kong by the 
chief otiicer, where she presented a most 
deplorable sight. Capt. Pocock, who was 
in command of the vessel, and who was 
shot in tho melee, was one of the best 
known men on the Chinese coast, and his 
death is much regretted.

The Oregon Improvement Co. 

San Fkancisco, Jan. 14.— This morning 
it was ascertained that the pioperty of the 
Oregon Improvement Co., had been released 
and the receiver had no further duties to 
perform, and had again turned over tho 
affairs to the representatives of the com- 
pany. A syndicate of New York capita- 
lists is said to have assisted in effecting the 
release of the property, and the work of 
railroad construction will bo re-commenced 
as soon as possible. At the time of the 
trouble and tho seizure of the company's 
effects, the corporation was engaged in ex- 
tending the Seattle Northern railroad to 
Hamilton, in Grant county, Oregon, and 
were finishing tho completion of the Port 
Townsend and Southern railroad, '2~> miles 
of which remained in un uncompleted state. 
The news will bo received with general 
satisfaction by the residents of this city and 
the North-West, especially the latter, as all 
of the discharged will again be placed at 
work. All the company's steamers will 
again commence running. 

The 'Frlm-o-Tnlilll Line of steamer*. 

San Fkancisco, Jan. 14. — The scheme to 
run a lino of steamers between this city and 
Tahiti, via Honolulu, Has long been a sub- 
ject for consideration by the mercantile 
community of the city, but sufficient in- 
ducements were never made to persons to 
undertake tho work. It was a general sur- 
prise, therefore, a few months ago, to learn 
that the Oceanic Steamship Co. would put 
on a lino of steamers, provided sufficient 
subsidies wero offered by the French and 
Hawaiian governments. After a long de- 
bate on the matter it was stuted that tho 
French government would give a subsidy of 
§7,500, while tho Hawaiian government 
would add §3,000. This amount was not 
considered largo enough from the start, as 
the Oceanic Steamship Co. desired at least 
§15,000 from tho two governments, With 
this amount, and tho belief existing that 
tho subsidy bill now boforo congress would 
pass, tho plan looked as if it would be cur- 
ried through, but information wus received 
to-day that tho action taken by congress as 
to the subsidy bill had not improved mat- 
ters any, and tho proposition to place a lino 
of steumers between this city and Tahiti 
had boon abandoned. In confirmation of 



Dempsey; the Nonpareil, Knocked 
Out in the Eleventh 
Round. 

New Okleans, Jan. 14. —Bob Fitzsim- 
mouB, the Australian wonder, w on the 
middIe~\veight~championship of the world 
and §10,000 in money to-night by fairly de- 
feating Jack Dempsey in a fiercely contested 
fight, which|was ended by a knock-out in 
the 11th round. Dempsoy was clearly out- 
fought, Fitzsimmons' wonderful reach en- 
abling him to badly punish his adversary. 
Dempsey fought bravely, but it was evident 
after the fifth round that he was whipped. 
Fitzsimmons seemed to have Deinp3ey at 
hi>< mercy,, and repeatedly knocked him 
down. Dempsey after tho third round was 
on the defensive, and in order to escape 
punishment clinched with Fitzsimmons 
whenever possible. When the fight ended 
Dempsey was bleeding from numerous cuts 
on the face, and was completely exhausted, 
while Fitzsimmons was without a mark on 
his face, and was apparently as fresh as 
when the fight began. 

THE FIGUT. 

First round — Both men exchanged several 
body blows ; Dempsey 's under blows were 
strong ; Fitzsimmons was active on his feet. 
No advantage to either men. 

Second round — Simo as the first. Both 
men exchanged body and face blows ; Demp- 
sey more wary ; the advantage with tho 
Australian. 

Third round— Fitzsimmons sent Dempsey 
to grass with a breast blow ; followed him 
over tho ring, punching him severely. 
Dempsey groggy and evading punishment. 

Fourth round — General exchange of blows. 
Dempsey's wind short. Honors even. 

Fifth round — Dempsey sent to his knees. 
He received the worst of the punishment 
Fits iminons easier. 

Sixth round — Heavy exchange of blows, 
Dempsey avoiding punishment. Fitzsim- 
mons had the best of the round. 

Seventh round — Both men fought liko ti- 
gers. Fitzsimmons Btruck him while 
clinched. Cries of "foul." Not allowed. 

Eighth round — Same as last. 

Ninth round — Dempsey sent to the ropes. 

Tenth round — Dempsey twice sent to 
earth. 

Eleventh round — Fitzsimmons left bis 
corner determined to do his man up quick- 
ly. Dempsey was very weak. He was 
sent to the ground by a right-hhnd swing, 
and came up only to be downed again by a 
swinging upper cut. This ended the fight, 
as Dempsey failed to come to time in the 
1:2th round, and tho fight was awarded to 
the Australian. 

liefore tho contest commenced, betting 
was even, and Dempsey money was covered 
as fast as it was put up. A New York syndi- 
cate of sports against a similar syndicate of 
New Orleans men made a bet of §10,000 to 
$8,000 on Dompsey. Tho referee was Alex- 
ander Brewster, and the hull where the light 
took place was packed with a good-natured 
crowd. Both men were apparently in 
splendid condition, Fitzsimmons weighing 
1 54| and Dempsey 154. Just before they 
stripped Dempsey offered to bet a big roll 
of greenbacks on tho result, but his offer 
was refused. 



PROVINCIAL NEWS. 



The First Train Over the Westminster 
Southern Will Start on 
February 1st. 

Ministerial Association Formed-Grand 
Oranp;e Lodjye ot British Columbia 
in Session. 



(From Our Own Correspondent). 

Nhw Westminster, B. G, Jan. 14. — 
Tho clergymen of Westminster havo formed 
a ministerial association, and will hold 
weekly meetings. 

Tho Grand Orange Lodge of British 
Columbia is in session hero, with delegates 
from all parts of tho country. 

Tho first regular train on the Westmin- 
ster Southern railway will bo run on 
February 1, Arrangements havo_ boon 
made with tho government fur currying tho 
mulls botweon Westminster and Seattle 
daily by tho now route. 



Mr. Alexander Wilson's meeting lust 
night was very numerously attended, the 
friends of both candidates turning out in 
force to hear a discussion of the points at 
issue, between tho respeetivo candidates. 
The platform wus occupied by some of tho 
most prominent members of tho Morul 
Reform Association while the Women's 
Christian Temperance Union and their 
friends turned out en masse, "a number of 
them marching in procession from Temper- 
ance Hall, where they had mustered, to the 
pluco of meeting. 

On motion of Mr. D. Speucer, seconded 
by Sheriff McMillan, Senator Mclnnos was 
called to preside, and in taking the chair 
said that wero he a candidate for the 
Mayoralty he should feel greatly encouraged 
and assured of victory by tho large attend- 
ance of ladies to-night. Ho remarked that 
ho hud had the honor of receiving the first 
vote ever cast by a lady on the Mainland of 
British Columbia. 

Mr. Wilson, who wa3 enthusiastically 
received by his friends, said he felt no 
difficulty in addressing an audience of his 
own sex, but the meeting hud been brought 
about by the influence of ladies, who were 
so largely in attendance. He called on the 
audience to honor the sentiment of the 
Queen — "Three cheers for Queen Victoria, 
the noblest woman in the world." This 
having been enthusiastically received, Mr. 
Wilson proceeded to give a sketch of his 
life. He believed in the liberty which the 
British flag gave to every subject. But 
there was much to be reformed. Here there 
was not only a work of reformation going 
on, but in the great city of London there 
hud been a little stone cut out of the moun- 
tain, which was at first sneered at, but had 
commanded the world's admiration us it 
rolled along. He described the wife of 
General Booth us one who had done more to 
reform the world than any woman since the 
days of tho Mother of our Lord. 

A voice— Hats ! Tell us what you are 
going to do for Victoria. 

Ho continued — "I'll try to get an inebri- 
ate asylum established for individuals such 
a^you." Mr. Grant had, he Buid, occupied 
the civio chair long enough. Ono or two 
years was sufficient for any mun. The 
membership of the council wanted chang- 
ing. They had, he admitted, done much in 
tho way of road making, building streets, 
supplying water and uttending to drainugo. 
but tho credit was due to tho citizens who had 
contributed the money. But had they 
looked as they should have done after that 
trinity — tho saloon, the gambler and the 
other one. They had not at any rate done 
their duty, us they should, in closing the 
saloons one day in tho week. A whitemun 
might gamble but a Chinaman might not. 
(Cheers and hisses). Whiskey can hiss, and 
often when whisky-drinkers got to the 
Jubilee Hospital they saw snakes and began 
themselves to hiss. It had been said that 
ho wus being run by interfering clergymen. 
He would not say tho clergy were perfect, 
but there wus no comparison between them 
and tho saloon-keepers, who created the 
paupers and the murderers. It had been 
computed that seven-eighths of the crime 
was caused by whisky. Did the Churches 
create crime or pauperism ? (No.no!) But 
tho saloons did. Why were tho ladies pre- 
sent to-night? To protest against the 
suloon and the saloon rule. (Applause and 
dissent). If the women hud tho right to 
vote throughout Canada where would the 
saloons be? (A voice — shut up.) We wan- 
ted moral reform in this city. Dared saloon- 
keepers place in their windows the work of 
their hands? (No, no). Tho business 
which he (Mr. Wilson) followed required uo 
curtained windows or painted doors. Yet 
the saloon-keepers were tho men 
who dictated to the respectable 
citizens as to who should be their next 
mayor. They wero the men who sent 
drunken husbands to their anxiously wait 
ing wives and took from their children their 
bread, their boots and their clothing. Dur- 
ing thirty-one years on this coast, he hud 
seen many bright men who had been sent to 
destruction by whiskey (hear, hear). What 
had caused the catastrophe on Christmas 
Eve! And yet the Mayor said that Vic- 
toria compared favorably with any other 
city on the Pacific Coast. This morning, ho 
hud obtained the list of saloons in this city. 
There wore 45 licensed saloons, 23 hotels, 
two restaurants, threo groceries licensed to 
sell liquor, and threo other houses similarly 
licensed. In all 76. He contrasted the 
figures for Victoria with those of Vancou- 
ver, drawing a comparison in favor of the 
latter. Vancouver said that liquor should 
not be sold on a Sunday. (" But they get 
it, all the sumo.") New Westminster said, 
" you can't sell on Sunday ; you must keep 
strictly to your license. You must sell 
whiskey, and whiskey alone." Hero it was 
different. They had otheracGommodations. 
Certain of our saloons had side en- 
trances and rooms nicely furnished, not tho 
tho thirsty but for the licentious. (" How 
do you know ? " ) Because I have seen them 
go in. What steps have been taken to stop 
them? (" What steps did you take when 
you were in the council ? ") Certain of the 
friends of this friend of sinners, who had 
interrupted him, came from Astoria when 
he had been in the council, which had com- 
pelled them to move on. To-day he had 
asked the chief of police for a list of tho 
disreputable houses. But tho chief had 
said he had no such list. They did not 
keep such lists in Australia nor in San 
Francisco. He (Mr. Wilson) had replied 
"But we aro in Canada." 

The interruptions to which Mr. Wilson 
hud been subjected induced the chairman to 
rise and say that any persons who wished 
to speak afterwards might have tho oppor- 
tunity of doing so. 

Mr. Wilson continued— It appeared wc 
wero too morul to keep such records, and 30 
his efforts to obtain information on this 
subject wore unsuccessful. Tho chief was 
at tho time busy at tho inquest on the 
wharf accident. 

A voice— Did whiskey cause that ? 

Mr. Wilson went on to say that tho pre- 
sent movement was tho work of the honest 
women of Victoriu, who desired to seo that 
thoir sons and their daughtesr, their hus- 



bands and their brothers were protected. 
It was suid that he and his friends were un- 
charitable. There were men, he was sure, 
in Victoria who would liko to get out of 
tho liquor trade. Ho denied that tho man 
who had written a letter in to-night'sevening 
paper was u "church adheront." He was 
more likely to be a saloon adherent. 
(Cheers.) Ho wished to see a counoil 
elected that would treat ull peoplo ulike, 
and do justly by the saloon-keeper and his 
victims. Tho council had done nothing for 
tho establishment of a hospital, for tho old 
and iufirm. /There were sonio such in the 
Jubilee Hospitul. Should tho people be 
sneered at for taking part in public matters? 
No drunkard should aspire to anything ex- 
cept trying to become a sober man. 
(Cheers.) Our wator- works ought to be im- 
proved. Tho city should own its own gas- 
works und electric light plant, as well as its 
own trumcars, and, by adopting the latest 
improvements, tho city would bo In a much 
bettor condition. Our fire department was 
in good condition, but elsewhere the 
chemicnl engine was taking the place of 
steumers. The police force should receive 
more attention and protection, by tho 
closing up of the saloons at 11 o'clock at 
night. The policeman should not run tho 
risk of being shot at at night uny more than 
a city councillor. Further, the police should 
at times to be unknown visittho various re- 
sorts, and the occupants brought up, if of- 
fending. The city should be mude so safe 
that, at any hour of the night, any lady 
should he uble to walk the streets. (So she 
is.) Tho Sunday steamboat excursions 
should be stopped. The most with- 
ering sermons against Sabbath-break- 
ing and Sunday drinking had come 
from the mouths of the Roman Catho- 
lic church. Although Mayor Grant had 
said to tho contrary, the Catholics, the 
Episcopalians and the Jews wore most pro- 
nounced in favor of morality and against 
Sabbath breaking. He was sorry to hear 
such remarks as ho alluded to come from 
John Grant, whom, with all his faults, he 
respected. Was it not time thoro Bhould 
be a change in municipal matters? Long 
occupation of certain seats made peoplo 
forgetful of their duties, yet, in the re- 
marks of the retiring mayor, it was, ho ob- 
served, said that he had nothing to regret. 
He (Mr. Wilson) was a candidate for tho 
mayoralty, and he thanked tho ladies for 
the womanly way in which they had been 
working. Even were he beaten, ho should bo 
glad to have been on the side of the ladies ; 
he did not want to get in by whiskey. (Hear, 
hear.) Ho asked all who were present to 
give him their vote. The mayor of Vic- 
toria was ou the licensing board and could 
compel a candidate for license to come up 
in person and say whether or not he pro- 
posed to carry on the triple trade. This 
rendered the mayor's position additionally 
important. Mr. Wilson here, to the great 
amusement of the audience, undertook to 
take off the swell class, whom he pictured 
as the supporters of the triple trade. 
Ho charged that on Saturday night and 
Sunday lust, after he had been furnished 
with a copy of tho voters' list, a new list 
hud been prepared, and cited the law to 
show that the lists should be closed on the 
1st day of December. Mayor Grant had 
admitted that he had, under advice, caused 
a number of names to be put on which had 
been left off. It was for the lute mayor 
and the councillors to justify that act. 
(Cheers.) 

(Mr. John Grant was hero loudly called 
for.) 

Rev. Donald Eraser denied that tho 
seven offending clergymen members of tho 
Moral Reform Association had endeavored 
to lead Mr. Wilson by the nose. They had 
done nothing they were ashamed of. He 
had been here seven years, and had been in 
other places before, but he liked Victoria, 
best of ull, und would be the last to seek to 
injuro the city. He had, it was true, asked 
for certain moral improvements. Was ho 
doing wrong ? Why had not Aid. Harrison 
and Dr. Milne been hounded on account of 
the demands they had made for sani- 
tary reform?' The clergy had only 
intermeddled in moral questions, and 
it was their duty to do so. Ho was 
endeavoring to do good, but had been mis- 
represented and abused fordoing so. Other 
parties had intermeddled ten times us much 
as the ministers. The deputation of the 
Moral Reform Association was abused and 
insulted, as they would not have been, hud 
they been a deputation of Siwashes. In 
their approach td the council thoy were 
studiously respectful, but were abused be- 
cause they were pleading for morality, 
which was the red rag in the eyes of a cer- 
tain bull. He was here to protest publicly 
against the doctrines that had been enun- 
ciated from the civic chair, the policy 
which tho Mayor had pursued for three 
years und which he proposed to follow in 
the future. He had nothing personal 
against Mr. Grant, who had done him more 
than one fuvor and would do so again, 
(cheers). He protested that houses of ill- 
fame were not necessary to any community. 
What was the good of modern civilization if 
our houses wero to be invaded and our 
young peoplo corrupted ? Was the man 
who insulted a public deputation and who 
slandered his neighbors, as the 
ministers had been, tho proper man to 
place in the civic chair? He considered 
that Mr. Grant had his many good points, 
but he had made an awful mistake. There 
was sufficient morality in Victoria to olect 
Mr. Wilson, and it would bo a calamity, 
only second to Mayor Grant's deliverances, 
to again elect him. He considered that if 
Mr. W ilson were elected ho would bo u. 
credit to the city. 

The chairman invited Mr. Grant to ad- 
dress the meeting. 

Mr. Grunt, who was received with loud 
cheering, referring to the proposal of Mr. 
Wilson to cheer the Queen, said ull women 
were queens in their own sphere. With re- 
spect to tho reflections made by the clergy- 
men upon himself, ho asked if the remarks 
made regarding him this evening were not 
destitute of the greatest of the three virtues 
— charity 1 They were wanting in toler- 
ance. He differed L-otn the clergymen in 
their methods. He would say that instead 
of reforming thoso whom thoy wished lo 
benefit they repelled them instead of draw- 
ing them to them. (Hear hour.) He hud 
been accused of tolling untruths when he 
said he had documents to prove that 
the ministers hud by their statements; 
prevented peoplo coming to Victoriu. Ho 
had plenty of documents to provo what ho 
said, and he called on Mr. Wilson to answer 
whether or not ho had shown him a letter 
to that effect. 

Mr. Wilson rose und corroborated this. 

Mr. Grant continued that the principal 
part of tho song of tho deputation to tho 
Corporation was morulity. The difference 
between tho deputation and himself wan

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CORONER'S INQUEST 



Upon the Bodies of tlio Four Men 
Accidentally Killed at the 
Outer Wharf. 



The Evidence Not Yet Concluded, and 
the Enquiry Adjourned Till 
Friday. 



Major Nicholles, William Wilson, 
D.wid Spencor, B. Gordon, Henry Short 
and W. J. Goopol were tho gentlemen 
summoned to act as jurora at tho inquest 
upon the bodies of tho four victims of 
Monday night's accident at tho Outer 
wharf. The time set for tho hearing of 
the evidonco beforo tho coroner, Dr. 
Morrison, was 1:30 o'clock, but at 2 there 
was still ono juror short. Major Nicholles 
waived his claim to exemption from jury 
duty, and tho presence of Mr. Wilson 
only was wanted to complete tho jury. 
It was finally ascertained that Mr. Wil- 
son, too, claimed exemption, having boon 
a fireman for some time. This necessi- 
tated further delay, and Mr. F. 
Pago was finally induced to till Mr. Wil- 
son's place. 

The jury having been duly sworn in, 
with Major Nicholles as forman, they 
proceeded first to tho scone of tho acci- 
dent, which was critically inspected, and 
then to Mr. Hayward's undertaking 
rooms, where a view of tho bodies was 
obtained. Returning to tho City Hall, 
the examination of the witnesses was 
commenced. Mr. W. J. Taylor watching 
the caso for tho city, and Mr. Irving 
fBodwell & Irving) and Mr. Aikman 
(Drake, Jackson and Belmcken) for R. 
P. Bithet & Co., tho owners of tho 
wharf. 

Sydney Powell, a quarry man, whs first 
called. He said : " I did not know the 
four men even by sight. 1 was working 
at tho Outer 'Wharf at the time the acci- 
dent occured ; 1 should judge it was about 
4 o'clock on the afternoon of Monday 
last. The flooring of the building known 
as Bomstein's warehouse, gave way. It, 
the warehouse, is partly over the rock 
and partly over the water. I was work- 
ing at the quarry near by. I did not see 
the accident occur. Heard the crash and 
ran over as soon as I could, with tho rest. 
I arrived about a minuto after 
tho crash. Could see nothing 
except that the floor had given way and 
a lot of boxes had piled in. They had 
just got one man out ; he was alive : 1 
did not notice what men wero in the 
warehouse ; we went to work at once to 
remove tho boxes, and worked for an 
hour or moro before we found anybodies; 
these boxes were salmon cases, weighing 
about sixty or seventy pounds apiece ; 
About an hour's work and wo found one 
body ; I don't know what the man's 
name was ; he was dead ; wo found the 
four bodies within six feet of each other, 
covered with boxes ; there was no water 
when wo took the bodies out, but there 
had been, as the bodies were all wet and 
dripping, and boxes and pieces of wood 
were floating about ; the bodies taken out 
are the same as are now at Mr. Hay- 
ward's rooms ; wo got the whole four 
bodies about an hour or so after we heard 
tho crash ; there were four or five men 
working down in the hole, and a good 
many carrying boxes away ; I don't 
know whether there was a doctor 
there or not. I should say tho boxes 
were piled 15 high ; they wero, I should 
guess," about 18 inches long by a foot 
wide. These men at the time of the 
accident were unloading a vessel, wheel- 
ing in the boxes and stacking them 
where the floor gave way. I have not 
examined the portion of the floor that 
gave way, either before or sinco the 
accident. After getting the four bodies 
out, wo continued taking out tho boxes, 
the report being that there was another 
body there yet. I don't know who owns 
the wharf or the warehouse. I am en- 
gaged in blasting for wharf construction 
for Rithet & Co. I should judge it was 
tho north end of tho wharf that gavu 
way. The floor sank down and the men 
and boxes piled through. Did not ex- 
amine tho cups, piles or joists. We 
worked there till 8 o'clock. A portion of 
the boxes taken out lie at tho end of the 
wharf now, c ivorod up with a piece of 
canvas. Some have been tiken away, I 
believo two two - horse truck loads. 
Could not say whether or not there has 
been any alteration in the arrangement 
of tho boxes in tho building since tho 
accident. 

By Mr. Irving — I was employed in the 
rock work, loading cars, etc. There has 
been a good deal of blasting near lately, 
and also in the inner harbor. The place 
whore 1 am employed is tivo or §ix or 
perhapB soven rods from tho building 
whore tho accident occurred. I have 
nothing to do with that building. 

To tho foreman — Mr. Sinclair i3 the 
foreman under whom I work. 

Dr. W. Ef. MacNaughton Jones, do- 
posed that he examined tho four bodies 
at the Outer wharf on Monday night Inst. 
Saw tho bodies taken from the debris 
between 5.30 and 7 o'clock, and examined 
them on tho spot. My opinion is that 
tho mon were suffocated by the weight of 
the boxoj I didn't know any of their 
names. Saw each body as it was brought 
up, and each of tho mon had evidently 
died from suffocation. I was there to 
soo if tho men wero dead, and did not 
critically examine tho bodies. Havo not 
seen them since they woru takon from the 
wharf. 

By tho foreman— 1 am satislied the 
mon wore not drowned ; they were suffb 
catod. They h d nothing of tho appear 
mice of meu that had boon taken out of 
tho wator. Tho symptoms of drowning 
wero not present. 

By the Coronor— 1 noticod ono man 
who" had a few cuts on his face, but no 
mechanical injuries. 

James Stewart testified as follows— J 
was working in tho warehouse, trucking, 
when tho door caved in. I was runniiiL 
boxes of salmon from tho Bteamor int< 
tho shod. Was on tho middle of th( 
fioor of tho building when tho crash oc- 
curred. 1 was about four feet frou 
where tho floor gave way when tho crasl: 
came. Tliero wero two mon piling on 
the first bench, ono on tho second anil 
.three on tho (lour. I was about four foul 
"away from the floor bench. It gave 
slight crash, and the floor sank down ; 
J turned and ran toward tho dour. 



It gave two crashes more and 
before 1 cot to tho door, I heard the first 
crash. The floor was shaking, and I 
could see nothing of tho men ; they had 
dropped with tho pile. Tho boxes wore 
still falling into the opening. Tho final 
crash camo beforo I could get to tho door, 
running as fast as I could, and tho door 
was only about 30 or 40 feet away. I 
heard nn exclamations from tho men ; 
they must have been trying to escape. 
They wero closer to tho door when found 
than they wero working whou I saw 
them. Tho boxes furthest from tho door 
fell in toward the opening. The top man 
was not working fair over tho centro; tho 
benches were toward the sido farthest 
from the door. We wero using both 
doors to the shed. The oponing is near- 
est to tho north door. They wero work- 
ing in a portion of tho shed nearest the 
north door. Tho top of the pilo was 
nearest the west sido of tho shed. When 
I heard tho crash, Higgins, Kelly and 
tho young German wore working on tho 
floor. Tho boxes falling might havo 
thrown tho bodies where they were 
found, or they might have boon trying 
to escape. Kelly's was tho first body 
found ; the others wero about flix feet 
away. Don't know the name of tho man 
that escaped. He was working on tho 
first bench, with Fox. 1 could not tell 
how ho escapod. 1 saw him when ho was 
taken out ; ho was conscious and could 
talk. 1 was not below looking for tho 
bodies ; I was wheeling boxes out. I saw 
Kelly where ho was found. Ho was lying 
on his side, his faco toward the south. 1 
could not tell how his feet were, ns there 
weio salmon boxes on them. I saw him 
when they got tho boxes out. I did not 
examine him for bruises. About an hour 
or an hour-and-a-half lator they got tho 
others out. 1 noticed Higgins only ; 
there was a bruiso on his right chock. I 
did not examine tho wharf ; I was work- 
ing for tho C. P. N. Co.; 1 never looked 
underneath tho wharf. Tho floor looked 
all right. 

By Mr. Irving— There wero fivo or Bix 
men" handling theso cases after they wero 
trucked to tho foot of tho pile ; 10 or 11 
mon were trucking. These five or Bix 
men were handling. The boxes were 
dumped off the trucks, tossed up from 
bench to bench, and piled. Thoy 
were put in their places by the 
men on tho uppermost benches. 
The ten men trucking wonld keep those 
handling very busy. Tho moro men 
trucking would keep those handling the 
busier. I havo worked at the wharf back 
and forwards for the past year. This was 
a pretiy heavy lot of freight they were 
putting in. I never saw salmon put there 
beforo. Could not say whether or not it 
was any unusual load for tho wharf. I 
did not examine under the wharf. 

By Mr. Nicholles — There waB a groat 
qaautity of salmon stored in tho wharf 
close to where tho break now is; 1 should 
say six thousand cases. The broken 
portion, close by the door, was not carry- 
ing any great weight. Thoro was no un- 
usually big load right where the break is. 
I should not say there was a great quan- 
tity stored where the men wero standing, 
and where the floor went down. The 
men kept the spaco about them clear to 
work in. The floor commenced to sink 
from tho centre and gave three distinct 
crashes before it went down. 

By Mr. Taylor — I knew Higgins well, 
and knew the other three by working 
with them ; I can identify tho four 
bodies, but I know Higgins for the past 
three years ; the men 1 knew wero Fox 
—that was what he was called—, Hig- 
gins, the man known as Kelly, and 
Fichler just to seo him ; I didn't know 
his name. 

Charles Williams, bridgo and wharf 
builder, made the following deposition : 
Have been out at the Bcene of the acci- 
dent, and looked at the spot that has 
given way ; was under thero six or seven 
days before ; I was building a wharf for 
Brackman & Ker, about 400 feet away, 
and went under this wharf to look for 
some of our timber ; tho piles are at ir 
regular distances apart, according us thoy 
could get a footing on tho rock ; just 
where this break occurred I could 
not say how far apart tho 
Continued on Pane Six.

VOTERS' QUALIFICATIONS. 

An Interesting Subject for Kvery Citizen-Is 
lie or She a Voter or Not?— Consult 
the Record. 

At the present time, when almost every 
ono is looking forward to the municipal 
el-otions, mid hil or her relation to them, it 
nmy not be out of placo to enumerate the 
dill'erent franchises which hero prevail, 
•although it is utterlys impossible for the 
municipal voter who is not already enrolled 
to bo placed upon the list. Tboso who may 
vote at the 

ELECTION VOn MAYOR 

may be described ns follows : All persons 
who are fully and properly (ritalined to vote 
for aldermen, hut it is not lawful for any 
person to vote for mayor at more than one 
polling place or ward within a municipality 
at ono and the same election. 

FOR ALDERMAN. 

(re) Any male or female ot full age of 
twenty-one years, who is assessed for reul 
estato within the municipality. 

0) Any male or female of the full age of 
twenty-one years, holding a license and 
carrying on business within tho ward in 
which he or she is registered as the holder 
of such trado license, the annual fee for 
which is not less than So, and who shall 
have paid for such license for six calendar 
months next preceding the first day of Jan- 
uary immediately prior to the day of nomin- 
ation, and who has paid on or before the 
first day of December in the year immedi- 
ately prior to the day of nomination, all 
municipal rates, taxes (road tax, of course, 
included) and license fees payable by him or 
her, and who has been resident of such 
municipality for at least one year previous 
to the date upon which the voter's list of 
the municipality is closed. 

Any male or female being a British sul 
ject of the full age of twenty-one years, who 
has resided and heen a householder in tho 
ward in which be or she is registered as a 
voter in the municipality for tho six months 
immediately preceding the first Monday in 
November in each year, and w ho pays in the 
city of Victoria a rental or rent value as 
3uch householder of not less than sixty dol 
lars per annum; 

Provided always that no person shall be 
entitled to vote under a householder's 
qualification, as defined above, nor shall his 
or her name be included in the annual 
voters' list of a municipality in consequence 
of such qualification, unloss ho or she sh 
before the first Monday in December in 
such year, enter with tho assessor or clerk 
of tho municipality his or her name as a 
voter, and shall mako or personally deliver 
to the assessor or clerk of the municipal 
council at the same time a statutory declara- 
tion made and subscribed before a judge, 
magistrate, or notary public. 

No person shall bo entitled to have his or 
her name twice entered on the annual voters' 
list as a voter for alderman in one and the 
same ward in a municipality, and it shall 
be unlawful to twice enter the name of any 
person on the voters' list for any one year as 
a voter for alderman in one and the same 
ward, hy reason of bis or her being able to 
qualify as a voter in one and the same 
ward under one or more sub-sections of this 
section. 

BY-LAW roil CONTRACTING DEBTS. 

Any male or female who is assessed for 
real estato within the municipality. 

In case both the owner and occupier of 
any real estate are assessed therefor, both 
shall he deemed assessed within this Act 
but only the owner of the real estate 
assessed shall be entitled to vote upon any 
by-law for raising money upon the credit of 
the municipality, or upon any other by-law 
to which the assent of the electors is 
necessary. 

TRADE AND COMMERCE. 

There is but little to say on matters of 
trade. Money is in .sulliciunt supply and 
on good paper can bo had at unaltered 
rates. 

There has of late been a very great, im- 
provement in real estate, in which there 
is a good movement, with the prospect of 
renowed and continued activity. City 
lots are going up, and eligiblo properties 
in the recent extension and immediately 
on its outskirts aro in demand, and 
holders are in no way willing to make any 
sacrifices. 

Tho grocery trade is not characterized 
by any special feature. It is steady and 
activo, all the staples being firm. 

Canned goods of all kinds aro appreci- 
ating, and though not, so far, dearer 
to consumers, look as if tho sellers must 
cithor advance prices or submit to a dim- 
inution of their profits. 

Duttor, choose and smoked moats aro 
experiencing a good inquiry, and aro con- 
stantly being brought in from Ontario in 
considerable quantity, 

Fresh meats are unchanged at retail, 
but with tho heavy demands that aro con- 
stantly being made on tho graziors stock 
is hold with augmenting strength. This 
applies to all kinds of food stock, more 
especially sheep. 

Owing to the mildness of tho winter the 
accustomed advance in feed has not taken 
place so far, and dealers scarcely expect 
to make tho profits to which they had 
looked forward. 

Broad stuffs aro as usual largely wanted. 

Dry goods have scarcely entered upon 
tho now season, but a fair amount of 
sorting up orders are being received. 

In hardware cannery supplies arc being 



much more oitonsively requested, but 
there is a slight let up in builders sup- 
plies. 

Lumber is in good demand, and prices 
aro without change. 



CITY COUNCIL.

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THE MEETING- OF THE LEGIS- 
LATURE. 

The Legislature meets, to-day, under 
very favorable auspices. The province is 
prosperous, and its prospects are 
moat cheering. The Liout.-Governor 
may congratulate the assembled members 
on representing the most progressive pro- 
■vinco of the Dominion. The Government 
lias had a good yoar, and will, no doubt, 
have a satisfactory account to render of 
the state of the provincial finances. 

It has, during the rocess, done its work 
■well, and can meet the representatives of 
the people with a clear conscience and a 
•heerful countenance. It lias exerted it- 
self intelligently and effectively to ad- 
vance tho interests of the province. A 
atop was put to speculation in wilderness 
lands and every effort has been made to 
explore the country, in order to aeo what 
parts of it are fit for settlement. The 
Government's land policy alone entitles 
it to tho confidence of the Legislature 
and the esteem of tho people. We do not 
believe that any preceding Government 
over did ao much in ao short a time to 
develope the resources of tho province. 

During tho recess the Government hai 
done what it could to advance the mining 
interost. It has appointed a commis- 
sion to examine the mining laws of the 
province, so that the evils of hasty legis- 
lation by .inexporienced men may be 
avoided. The Commiisionors are eentle- 
men well acquainted with tho mining 
districts of tho province, and tho circum- 
stances of the men who are doing their 
boat to develope its mineral wealth. 
They have, we are quite sure, done their 
work carefully and conscientiously and 
■we are greatly miataken if tho sugges- 
tions they make will be not only practical 
in their nature, but beneficial in their 
operation. The wisdom of the course 
pursued by the Government in 
this matter must bo evident to 
all thinking men. Tho work waa 
of such a nature that"*it requirod 
practical miners and men well acquainted 
■with the mining laws to do it properly, and 
H was placed in the hands of men who 
possessed these qualifications. 

The other administrative work of the 
Government waa done in such a way that 
♦he moat cenaorioua of ita opponents had 
ao fault to find with it worth mentioning. 
Jndeed the weaknese of the Opposition 
has been remarkable. It showed the 
■trongest disposition to injure the Gov- 
ernment, but it has for want of " ammu- 
nition " being unable to do it the slight- 
est harm. 

We have no doubt that the measures 
■which the Government recommend to the 
legialature will have only ono object— the 
good of tho province. Mr. Robson's 
government has already shown that tho 
public welfare is all that it seeks. Its 
highest ambition evidently is to do all 
that a government can do for tho ad 
▼anceraent of the province. It has made 
thia bo evident by all ita acts that even 
its opponents must admit that there is 
not the slightest indication that it has any 
other purpose to serve. 



have been moro reasonable and in better 
taste to have taken for granted ttrnt tho 
gentlemen honestly deairo to do what is 
right — that they come to Victoria deter- 
mined to do their duty to tho best of 
their ability, and that they will join 
tho party and co-oporato with the 
men who will, in thoir opinion, do what 
is best for tho province. It soemB to us 
that to tako for granted that they are 
solfish and mercenary, determined to 
servo their own private interests — "grind 
thoir own axes" — at tho expense of their 
constituents is, besides being exooodingly 
uncivil, most unjust. Would it not be 
bettor to give them credit for honest in- 
tentions and pure motives and to refrain 
from railing at them and finding fault 
with them until they had done something 
wor'hy of blame. This is tho treatment 
which, whether they join the Government 
or the Opposition, or remain independent, 
theyare entitled to, and it is tho treatment 
they ought to receive from tho journaliata 
of both parties. 

CIVIC DUTIES. 

The supplement to Harper's Weokly of 
tho 10th inst. is an excellent article on 
" Tho Cleansing of Great Cities" by (!. 
T. Ferris. Tho writer in tho opening 
sentences expatiates on tho importance of 
municipal questions. His observations 
are so just and ao forcibly put that we 
cannot help reproducing them for the 
benefit of our readers. 

"As the world grows older," says Mr. 
Ferris, "it becomes not only conscious 
of now problems which it has to solve, 
but it becomes more keonly conscious of 
tho impottance of old onos which it has 
only imperfectly met. Among theso aro 
questions involved in municipal govern- 
ment. This differs from national govern- 
ment ill that tho objects to which it ad- 
dresses itself are much moro direct and 
practical. They come homo closely to a 
man's heirt and hearthstono, to his daily 
health nnd comfort, and ihey closely 
affect tho surroundings made up of a 
multiplicity of things in which, aftor all, 
his happiness consists. Yet, strange to 
say, the average American is vastly more 
interested in the tariff issue or tho 'Force 
Bill ' than he permits himself to be, for 
example, in adequate methods for keep- 
ing such cities aa New York, Bo3ton and 
Chicago in a clean and healthy condi- 
tion." 

Those remarks apply to British Colum- 
bians quite as well as they do to the 
United States citizons. Although the 
good or bad government of tho city in 
which ho lives affects the daily health and 
the comfort of himself and his family, 
tho average citizen takes far more interest 
in Provincial and Dominion politics than 
ho does in civic affairs. This is not wise. 
Thoso things nearest homo which come 
closely to his heart and to his hearth- 
stono should have their proper share of 
attention. Neglect of them is often 
attended by far more serious consequence 
than can be caused by a want of interest 
in general politics. We trust that our 
city readers will take what Mr. Ferris 
says to heart, and make it a point some- 
time to-day to go to the polls and vote for 
the most competent candidates. 



There is much now blood in tho pro- 
sent Assembly. Many of tho members, 
act in the capacity of legislators for tho 
first time. There are numerous surmises 
as to what party the independent mem- 
bers will join. We Beo that tho organ of 
tho Oppoaition lecturea thorn in a way 
that is not exactly aa courteous as it 
might be. It tolls them that they ought 
to coalesce with tho Oppoaition, and does 
not scruple to say that if they do not do 
■ o, " it will have been bocause tho Gov- 
ernment have undertaken to grind a num- 
ber of private axes." The Times, we 
suppose, by thus condemning theso gen- 
tlemen in advance, expects to deter them 
from pursuing tho course which they 
think best for their constituents and the 
country. Our contemporary is in great 
haste to give tho Independent members a 
tasto of its quality. It tells them very 
plainly that if they act in the way indi- 
cated by tho name they have adopted, 
independently, and their action does not 
meet with its approbation, it will ques- 
tion their motives, and attribute to them 
all sorts of bad qualitios. " They will 
seize," it says, "with avidity, cvory 
private job that is offered and spoliation 
will go on apace." And it, after it has 
worked itself up to tho proper pitch of 
indignation, aska : " Will mombera ever 
loam that they represont something 
moro than their respective con- 
stituencies,?" This is certainly not a 
Tory civil greeting. Tho wolcomo which 
our contemporary givoa thoae strangers 
is tho reTurao of cordial. Would it not 



DISORGANIZED. 

It is ^uite evident that the Irish ques- 
tion is regarded with less interest now in 
Gres* Britain than it waa three months 
ago. The Irish members, too, have gono 
down wonderfully in the eatimation of the 
peoplo. The Irish agitators have to 
blame only thomaelves for this diminished 
interost and this loss of osteem. Parnoll, 
by his own act, threw away tho good 
opinion in which ho was held by many in 
England, Scotland and Wales. Tho un- 
seemly squabbles of the Homo Rulers in 
Ireland gave their enemies tho opportun- 
ity of which they quickly availed them- 
selves. They pointed to the disorderly 
meetings, the bitter quarrelling and tho 
exhibitions of violence as proofs of what 
they had been all along asserting, name- 
ly, that tho Irish are not fit for self-gov- 
ernment The scenes that took place in 
Kilkenny, tho turbulence and tho disor- 
der, were, they declared, but a specimen 
of what might be expected, if self-gov- 
ernment were extended to Ireland. Tho 
contest raging in Iroland between tho 
Parnellitos and the Anti-Parnellites was, 
they said, an excellent "object lesson in 
Homo Rule." This is how the Economist 
improved tho occasion : 

" By watching the course of events in 
Ireland during tho past month the elect- 
ors of Great Britain aro enabled to form 
a pretty accurate idea of what would be 
tho result of endowing tho Irish people 
with tho powers of an independent legis- 
lature. At last the Nationalists have ob- 
tained the opportunity of managing cer- 
tain purely Irish affairs in their own 
fashion, and we aee the use they make of 
it. If tho split in the Parnollite Party 
had been delayed, till after tho general 
election, it might have been difficult to 
convince the peoplo of England and Scot- 
land as to tho want of any real capacity 
for self government, which distinguishes 
the Irish race. Now, however, there are 
plain facta to point to, which aro worth a 
thousand analogies and parallels from his- 
tory. It is difficult to get men to listen 
to the manner in which Irish affairs were 
managed, by the purely Celtic and 
Catholic Legislature of James II. or to 
attend to tho true story of G rat ton's Par- 
liament, but tho least, instructed voter 
Can realise what was the tono and temper 
"f tho Parliament that sat in Committee 
Room No, 15, and can draw iho neces- 
sary conclusions from tho nature of the 
contest that is now being waged in North 
K Ikcnny. 

Tho true friends of Ireland must listen 
to theso reproaches and gibo3 in silenco. 
T.ioy can say nothing in palliation of the 



violence of speech and act of tho Kil- 
kenny campaign that could make a favo , r _ 
able impression on a British audience.. 

Then tho negotiations that are going 
on between Parnoll and O'Brien r^d tho 
other members of tho Irish par^y appear 
to Englishmen and Scotchmen hb lament- 
able exhibitions of indecision and weak- 
ness. It ia evident that, thoy cannot 
agroo among themselves, what id to bo 
dono. None of them appear to think 
enough of tho causa of Ireland to sacri- 
fice hia porsonal ambition for its sako. 
Tho Irish Homo Rule 'Party ap- 
pear at this present moment to 
bo hopelessly disorganized. On the 
whole, Parnell appears to have very 
much the boat of it. He ia evidently the 
only really strong man among thorn. 
Tho rest of the party act as if they felt 
that ho ia "thoir master and that ho holdB 
their politicd fato in his hands. The 
way in which ho is received in Ireland 
strengthens that impression. Although 
ho is no longer countenanced by tho 
clergy, Parnoll appears almost as popular 
as ever. Time Beems to bo workinc in 
his favor. Tho people havo apparently 
como to the conclusion that he is tho 
only man who can load them to victory, 
and present indications point to the con- 
clusion that there is no man in his party 
fit to tako his place. There will not, wo 
think, bo a revulsion of feeling in Great 
Britain in Parnell's favor. The Irish 
may ovorlook tho wickedness of his 
private life, but he has offended the 
British Liberals beyond forgivenness, 
and the Conservatives do not evince the 
least disposition to take him up.

piles were. 1 should judge the 
' piloa would be some nine, sotno ten 
and some fourteen feet, apart under the 
whole building, Taking from the contre 
of where the break occurrod I should sny 
they wore ubout nine foot apart on tho 
row nearest tho shore. 1 could not toll 
how far apart tho piles wcro in tho centre 
row. I could not say that they wore 
about fourteen foot apart. Should not 
say they were more than eight or nine 
feet. Underneath tho floor as it now 
stands they are nine or ton foot apart. I 
think that a stick of driftwood has pro- 
bably got in and battered away the brace 
of one of the piles. The pilo had slipped 
to one side of tho rock and tho weight 
had then proved too much for it. Tho 
piles were braced from tho cap down, 
they would not slip while tho weight 
was on them, unloss drift wood was car- 
ried in at high tide and weakened the 
supports. Frame work is never put in 
about the piles to hold them ; cement 
might be. There is no rock directly 
under the centre of the place caved in ; 
there is mud there, but it may be mud 
upon the rock. 1 have not iigured on 
the carrying strain, but by tho sizo of the 
timbers 1 should Bay that they were 
•enough to carry the weight put on them, 
unless something out of tho usual had in- 
terfered with tho piles. The span of 
piles on tho north sido of^the break are 
about fourteon foot apart. Tho 
pile caps run oast and west. 
The rows aro about nine feet 
apart. 1 don't know how many caps 
have been crashed in— I think only one. 
The break is eighteen or twenty feet 
wide, probably, from north to south. I 
think tho wharf was sutliciently strong to 
carry any weight placed on it, unless 
some unforeseen accident, like tho break- 
ing of a pile, had occurred. That is my 
theory of how tho accident was caused. 
Tho blasting would not loosen tho piles. 

By Mr. Irving— That wharf is a first- 
class building in every respect. I was 
not employed by tho owners when I was 
looking about under the wharf ; I did not 
see anything wrong there. 1 think only 
one cap has given away, but tho one giv- 
ing away would strain tho balance. Have 
no idea what quantity fell through. It 
would not have been heavy enough to do 
•damage had the pile been all right. The 
fact of a portion of tho wharf standing 
shows that it was substantially built. 
It is not necessary to put bracing about 
short piles ; tho piles rested on the rock 
and would bo supposed to carry 400 to 500 
tons ; this space that has fallen down 
would hold a quantity of freight, as much 
as a thousand tons. It is possible for a 
log to get in at high tide, although there 
is a sea wall. 

William McDonald was trucking from 
the ship to the wharf when the accident 
occurred. Heard tho crash when out- 
side, and ran in, but it was all over then; 
assisted in searching for the bodies ; 
found Kelly's first ; ho was sitting up- 
right, the head bent forward, and a box 
•was lying with its edge on tho back of 
his neck ; ho was not cut ; there was no 
cut or box on Ins head ; his breast was on 
a box, and his face was an inch and 
a half from another. Hi3 legs were 
covered with boxes. Ho was dead. 1 
didn't know him except by working with 
him that day. Saw the other man's feot 
when I took Kelly out. After about 15 
minutes got tho next man. Ho was 
stretched out on his breast, and had his 
arms out. He was lying on tho dirt that 
had shaken from the flooring. Ho was 
on the plank, and it rested on the rock, 
and he was covered with dirt. The boxes 
wore on top of him. Took another man 
out, but did not know him. Next found 
Tom Higgius. He was lying on his hip 
on tho planks, and had liia right hand 
stretched out, and his left across his face, 
as if guarding himself. His body was 
covered with boxes — 1 should think they 
wero 20 or 25 deep ou him. They were 
about the same on tho others, and. these 
boxes weigh (JO or 70 lbs. each. His 
• clothes were wet, and tho lower 
boxes were wet. 1 should think the 
water had been three or four feet above 
where the men were lying, though there 
wa3 no water on thorn when we got there. 
The planks gave from both ends, and tho 
mon were lying in tho centre, underneath 
the boxes. Heard no cry while looking 
fur the bodies. 1 was in tho building ten 
minutes before the crash. Should say 
the greatest weight was on tho west side, 
against the wall. The pile there was 
about eighteen boxes wide and fifteen 
high. The boxes aro about 'eighteen 
inches long. The second teir was ten 
boxes high and four wide, and tho bottom 
one, five high and four wido. Don't 
the width of the building ; should say 
about forty feet. Think tho break was 
about under the centre of the building. 
The centre uf tho break was not under 
the fifteen box pile. 1 think Biggins 
must have been tinder water. 

John Pickoll, sworn, said — I was work- 
ing, blasting, at tho outer wharf on 
Monday last, and heard tho crash. I 
was working five or six rods off. There 
was one man standing, who had just been 
taken out; when I rushed over with the 
crowd. I saw the floor caved in and the 
boxes piled in the opening. About a 
hundred of us started to take the boxes 
out, all tho men working at the blasting, 
the mon from the ships and tho 'long- 
shoremen. All took out boxes for an 
hour and a half, when wo reached the 
first body. I believe it was Kelly. About 
an hour moro and we found the next. 
Wo had to shift tho boxes. We could 
not soo tho four bodies at once. Fox, 
tho last out, was on his face in tho mud. 
Higgins was also in the mud and a truck 
•was on his body. There wero bruises on 
Fox. Higgins had a cut across the back 
of his head, and his face was cut and 
bruised badly. Kolly did not look at all 
hurt. Tho upper put of his body was 
clear, but his legs wero jammed 
Ho was away up in tho dry 
part. Fox and Higgins' clothoj were 
wet. They wero in the mud. They 
must havo boon" in the water at the time 
tho flooring caved in whon the tide was 
in. They wero lying on their faces when 
tho tido iiad gone out and loft them. The 
boxos wero wet. Could not tell how 
high the water was above tho mud. This 
was two and a half hours after tho acci- 
dent. Did not examine tho wharf before 
or since, and have not been near tho 
shed since. Saw tho boxes piled in there. 
They wero piled 15 high. They were 
scattered all over the building. There 
•was a pile just below whoro tho break

occurred. I could not toll how big a 
pile. The break was about '25 to 30 foet 
in dimensions. Can't toll whether tho 
boxos were piled in the contre or not. 
Thoro was no account kept of the boxes 
taken out. We wore trying to get them 
out. It took us, a hund rod men or so, 
from 4 till 8:30 to get tho boxes out. Wo 
got the bodies out about 5:30. I saw the 
bodies just now at Mr. Hay wards. They 
were tho ones taken out. Tho fourth 
man was down in the mud too. 
Tho threo wore underneath. Kelly was 
down in the midst. Wo rushed across 
about five rods after we hoard the crash. 
Thero was just ono crash and then it all 
caved in. 1 saw rock on both sides under 
the break. The water had boen in and 
receded. Did not notico any uprights in 
tho contre. Did not notico that thoro 
had been any. Found tho threo bodies 
at the edge or foot of tho rock. Did not 
measure, even by eye, tho distance be- 
tween the piles standing. 

By Mr. Irving— Everything possible 
was dono to succour tho men as soon as 
possible. Thero were no props when the 
floor dropped after tho accident ; I don't 
know what were thore bofore. 

Charles Hayward deposed — I am an 
undertaker and havo these bodies in 
charge. 1 received them at tho Outer 
wharf on Monday night, they were in tho 
charge of the police. I took them to my 
rooms. The bodies wero singularly free 
from bruises. The bodies viewed by the 
jury were the same onos 1 received 
at the Outer wharf. No bones wore 
broken, and tho bruises wore not suffici- 
ent to cause death. My impression was 
that they were drowned. They had con- 
siderable water in their stomachs, pos- 
sibly half a gallon enme from each. 

This closed tho evidence, but as it was 
necessary to obtain Carlson's testimony, 
and he is still in bed at the hospital, and 
as Mr. Irving intends to produce expert 
ovidenco to prove that the building was 
sound as far as human foresight could 
make it, it was thought better to adjourn 
tho inquest until^Friday, at 10 a.m. 

Mrs. Fox was present during the in- 
quest, and manifested interest in all the 
evidence. It is asserted by some 
that a man named Johnson is still under 
the wharf, but this is not bolieved to bo 
probable.

one of methods only, not as to the evils 
which had been complained of. (Hear, 
hear. ) Until human nature was changed 
that evil could not bo eradicated. (Hear, 
hear. ) In Toronto they had driven the 
women from their houses, and they had 
then gone into private houses us seamstresses 
and others, and the results wore well 
known. He had no doubt thut the clergy- 
men were sincere and in earnest, (cheers), 
but they hud hold of the wrong end of the 
stick. All those questions should be dealt 
with in kindness. (Applause.) In regard 
to the saloon keepers and the voters' list, 
the additions hud been made after consult- 
ing a number of councillors. There were 
on the list all sorts of people besides several 
saloon keepers. Mr. Smith hud said there 
were only about six or seven names, but 
there were more, and the bulk of them were 
other than saloon keepers and were owners 
of property. IIo did not think that u num- 
ber oi persons who were qualified should 
lie debarred from voting because of a clerk's 
neglect. He should bow to the decision of 
the voters, whether it were right or wrong. 
Mr. Wilson hud said he had been mayor 
too long. He could, did lie choose, reply 
to him that ho lmd been too long in the 
Council. Ho had invited Mr. Wilson to 
come out before lie (Mr. Grant) had come 
out, saying; that if ho ran ho would support 
him. He hud been informed, on good auth 
ority, that the Moral Reform Association 
md, before their interview with the Coun- 
:il, said a number of mean things about the 
occupants of the civic chairs. Moreover, 
some of them had turned their churches into 
municipal political meetings, and it was 
high time for the people to tell these inter- 
meddling gentlemen that they ought not to 
interfere as they were doing. He admitted 
that, us citizens, they had u perfect right to 
iso the franchise ; but it was not com- 
patible to turn [prayer meetings and re- 
ligious services into municipal political 
meetings. It would he seen, to-morrow, 
what the people of Victoria had to say on 
this subject. He bad u right to conclude, 
from what these gentleman had said, that 
he wus more charitable than they 
were. He must say that it was by political 
and other agitation some gentlemen were 
able to keep them black coats on. There 
were many people who opposed him who 
admitted that when they had asked his as- 
sistance, he had always been willing tVgive it. 
(Cheers.) Mr. Grant went on to say that a man 
who endeavored to practically assist his 
fellows, always felt better than one who 
was always finding fault with them. It 
elevated his mindund prevented him getting 
grouty. He did not see much necessity for 
dismissing civio affairs at this lute hour, and 
asked when there wus a time and where a 
city in which carping people were not 
found 7 There were degrees of mismanage- 
ment, and he believed ho could, on the 
whole, justify what had been done (hear, 
hear). He had been six years in the council, 
and could say thut he did not think any one 
could say the mayor or any of the aldermen 
had misappropriated a single dollar 
(cheers). He could look any one straight in 
the face without tho slightest hesitation. 
(Applause). One gentleman had from the 
pulpit declared that Victoria from one end 
to the other was a moral pest house. 
(Voices, "Name!"). Thut was said in the 
Gorge Road church. This was a well 
ordered community — abetter behaved city, 
indeed, than any on the continent. He had 
seen in a little town in Ontario more dis- 
orders in a single day than during his many 
years' residence here. (Cheers). It hud 
been said by some that this was because 
the people had been brought up at the 
point of tho pistol. But this was not so. 
It would be unfair for him to take up more 
time. Senator Melnncs, the chairman, was 
an excellent gentleman in evoi'y way. Mr. 
Wilson was a good, straightforward man, 
and all he hud to say wus, that whenever he 
took a notion into his head it was 
as hard to turn a fly railway en- 
gine.

If they elected Mr. Wilson, ho should find 
no fault with them ; and, no matter how 
they voted, lie should, in his public capa- 
city, deal with his opponents as with ins 
best friends. ( bond cheers. ) 

Rev. C. Watson protested against the 
leliverances of Mr. Grunt in wishing to 
leny freedom of utterance to a British sub- 
ject. IIo contended that the miniateis had 
not run down Victoria, but hud done their 
utmost to promote its best interests, and so 
far from being an enemy of Victoria and the 
province, he (Mr. Watson) hud been spoken 
of in Ontario us having been u paid agent of 
tho CP. R. Ho criticized the attitude of 
somo of thoso present, who hud forcibly 
dissented from the remarks of somo of the 
speakers, and said thut it was time for 
decency to marahall its forces, and woe be 
to the City Council if it made itself a stand- 
ing comtnittoe for tho saloons. 

On motion of Messrs. Wilson and Grant, 
a veto of thanks was passed to the chairman 
and tho meeting adjourned.
